Petitions signed by West Mana- 
yunk parents asking that bus serv- 
ice be reinstated between West 
Manny unk and Bala-Cynwyd Junior 
High School for their children have 
been denied. 

The petitions were presented at 
a recent meeting of th Lower Mer- 
lon School Board in Ardmore.- 

Distance that the buses travelled 
between tho two points is a little 
under two miles, which is the limit 
set by the oillce of Defense Trans- 
portation. According to the ODT 
regulations if the distance from the 
school is under two miles the pu- 
pils must walk. 

Petitions of the parents pointed 
out that discontinuing the buses 
with only a small fraction of a mile 
as the reason was working a great 
hardship on their children. On the 
basis of the parents objection the 
School Board prepared an appeal 
byt they received word It had been 
deniod. 

Accoring to the bus report the 
buses traveled 3536 less miles in 
October than were .traveled in Oc- 
tober of 1942. 

In reporting on the condition of 
the transportation equipment Su- 
perintendent of Schools P. A. Du- 
bois said that two of the buses had 
been run more than 100,000 miles; 
one approximately 95,000 miles; 
one 85,000 miles; two 65,000 miles; 
two 50 000 miles and two 25,000 
miles.

If you have young people in your 
"family who are earning money for 
the first time don't expect dire 
threats of inflation to make them 
cautious about spending it. They 
don't know anything about infla- 
tion. The girl who has her eye on 
a $19.60 dress (which would have 
\>ecn marked $13.50 a year ago) 
doesn't know that after the last 
war a dress of comparable ma- 
terial and fit cost $39.60 at the 
least. Many business girls of the 
l!)20's earning what seemed to be 
good salaries, had to skimp on 
meals In order to save enough to 
buy a hat, which if it was worth 
looking at cost from $16 to $20. 

Since the threat of something 
which they can't comprehend won't 
keep their money from rolling 
down the Inflationary path, why 
not give young people a goal for 
their money which they can visu- 
alize? This plan is called "saving 
by spending" because spending is 
usually more attractive to young 
earners. But as the actual spend- 
ing is to be done in the future it 
is really our old-fashioned friend, 
thrift, by a fancier name. 

This is how it works: Your boy 
and girl, or you yourself look 
ahead and decide what you will 
want most to buy when the war is 
over. Maybe it is a car (there 
won't be many second-hand jalop- 
pys so they'll have to save for a 
new one.) We hope it's more edu- 
cation or things to make the house 
look freshened up for a returned 
soldier. New clothes are bound to 
come into the picture, and there 
are those visits to loved ones which 
have been postponed because of 
heavy wartime travel. 

Having decided on your dream 
possession, start paying for it now 
by opening a savings account ear- 
marked "car," "house," "college," 
or "trip." But just putting aside 
the money isn't fun enough. Make 
a scrap book of ideas on design, 
performance, color of your future 
buy. Gather information about the 
schools your young people are in- 
terested in or the places you plan 
to visit. You'll soon be enjoying 
your future spending so much that 
unnecessary purchases for the pres- 
ent won't even tempt you. 

Of course, we take it for granted 
that as large a per cent as possible 
of every earner's income goes into 
war bonds. These can represent 
the basic "saving for saving's 
sake" which forms the necessary 
backlog for any family's or individ- 
ual's finances. But to keep money 
from running through young fin-

Congressman Dies 
In Plane Crash

the single- engined Navy transport 
ship, apparently encountered a ter- 
rific rainstorm sometime after tak- 
ing off from. Scruantum and were 
carried far off their course. At 
10.20 p. m., the plane was circling 
around Columbia in apparent dis- 
tress. 

It suddenly dived to the ground 
at the plant of the Columbia Water 
Power Company, a mile east of the 
Susquehanna river in a hilly, 
wooded section. Residents of Col- 
umbia and the nearby community 
of Kinterhook said the craft flew 
low, dropping flares as though 
seeking a landing place. 

Among others who reached the 
plane were State troopers and Cor- 
oner A. V. Walter. They said Con- 
gressman Ditter's body was under 
a pile of wreckage and Mansure's 
body was on top of his. Both bodies 
were left in the plane at the request 
of Naval authorities. Naval investi- 
gators said they believed the small 
craft ran out of gasoline. 

A native of Ambler, where he 
maintained law offices, Ditter once 
was a teacher and served on the 
faculty of several Philadelphia high 
schools from 1912 to 1925. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1913, after 
his graduation from Temple Uni- 
versity. Prior to America's entry 
into the war, Ditter was an advo-

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RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 17 east coast states A-8 coupons are good 
through February 8. In states outside the east coast area A-9 
coupons are good through January 21. 

FUEL OIL — Period 1 coupons are good through January 3. 
Period 2 coupons become good November 30. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 29 in Book Four is good for 5 pounds 
through January 15, 1944. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 in Book One, good for one pair. 
Stamp No. 1 on the "airplane" sheet in Book Three, good for 
one pair. . 

MEATS, FATS — Brown stamps G, H, J and K, good 
through January 1, 1944. Brown stamp M becomes good No- 
vember 28 and remains good through January 1, 1944. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Green stamps A, B and C, in Book 
Four, good through December 20. 

NO INCREASE IN BUTTER 

Butter available for civilian use will not increase during the 
next few months, although the federal government has discon- 
tinued all purchases of the commodity until April, according to 
information from OPA and WFA. Current production of butter 
averages about 16 pounds a year per person, or about half a 
pound less than in pre-war years. Of this, 3 }/ 2 pounds are being 
sent to our armed forces and our Allies, leaving approximately 
12'/i pounds per capita for civilian consumption. Up to five 
million pounds of butter will be released to hospitals from stocks 
held by or set aside for the Food Distribution Administration. 
The butter is to supply the hospitals from November through 
March, and ration coupons will be required. 

LIFT PORK, LARD RESTRICTIONS 

Restrictions on the number of pounds of pork and lard made 
from home-slaughtered hogs that can be sold or given by a 
farmer to people not living on his farm have been lifted from 
November 17 to February 17, 1944. The Food Administration 
lifted the restrictions to help handle the slaughter and distribu- 
tions of this year's record hog supply. Farmers are asked to find 
out from their rriarket agency or processor whether their hogs 
can be handled before sending them to market. 

BYRNES URGES "SAVE PAPER" 

Urging a greater drive to conserve and salvage paper, 
James F. Byrnes, Director of War Mobilization, said: "The war 
needs for p'aper and paperboard are greater than our present 
ability to produce. The shipment of bombs and shells depends 
upon paper bands and containers. Rations, blood plasma, medi- 
cines, bullets — all find their way to the fighting fronts in paper 
containers. . . . We must all curtail all unnecessary use and then 
get all waste paper to local salvage committees or local charit- 
able organizations and thence to the mills at once. Every scrap 
of paper that you can save and turn in wil^help." 

GIVE WAR STAMPS FOR CHRISTMAS 

"A Stamp in Every Stocking" — that's what the Treasury 
Department wants for Christmas. To encourage the giving of 
war stamps, many ideas for utilizing them in gifts and decora- 
tions have been suggested. War stamps attached to a cellophane 
bag containing a small gift; war stamp lapel ornaments; a tiny 
Santa Claus holding stamps; small Christmas stocking contain- 
ing stamps; a baby's rattel with stamps tied on with ribbons, and 
children's toys, with stamps attached. The stamps may also be 
used as decoration on wreaths, fastened to candles, and on 
Christmas cards. 

MAY CUT POINT VALUES 

Storekeepers, distributors and others in the food trade may 
cut point values of canned, frozen and dried rationed foods that 
might spoil if he held in stock too long, OPA announced recently. 
However, point values may be cut only if prices are cut at least 
25 per cent. 

COLLECT CLOTHING AND RAGS 

The nation-wide drive for collection of discarded clothing 
and rags started November 22 and will continue through De- 
cember 4. Only discarded clothing is wanted and all types are 
needed, according to WPB. Donors are requested to see that 
woolen garments are brushed and cotton garments and rags 
are clean. Mending is not required. Any unwearable clothing 
that can be reduced to rags is desired also. Not wanted are 
shoes, rubbers, rubber boots, overshoes, galoshes, slippers, 
leather leggings, leather gloves, hats, caps, neckties, collars 
garters, garter belts, suspenders, belts, girdles, corsets, brassieres, 
veils, spats, rubber coats, diapers and masquerade costumes. 

WILL HAVE CHRISTMAS TREES 

Most people will be able to get Christmas trees this year but 
they will have less choice, WPB said recently. More trees will 
probably be harvested and sold locally to avoid long haulage.

Food today is too precious to be 
wasted in the kitchen or at the 
table, every bit purchased must 
be eaten. So it's up to the cook to 
prepare all foods in such appetiz- 
ing fashion that the family will 
literally "lick the platter clean." 

Mistakes are too costly to be tol- 
erated so even if you've cooked for 
years take the precaution to meas- 
ure every ingrdient you use. 

Even In the simple are of salt- 
ing you'll do well to measure. Salt 
is the most important of all sea- 
sonings. Without it all foods taste 
flat and unpalatable but alas for 
the dish salted with too heavy a 
hand. However, you will be using 
more salt to season vegetables to 
make up for the lack of butter. 

Every food that is served should 
be cooked perfectly so that the 
family can enjoy it to the utmost. 
Plain everyday foods must be cook- 
ed to perfection to give glamour 
to our meals. Such a homely dish 
as mashed potatoes thrill or mere- 
ly satisfy. 

Potatoes aren't a temperamental 
vegetable but they do require a 
certain amount of care in their 
preparation. If you want them 
for mashing choose potatoes of uni- 
form size' or cut them lengthwise 
to make them uniform. Pare as 
thinly as possible and cook in as 
little water as possible. Sprinkle 
with salt about ten minutes before 
they are done. Be sure they are 
well done because you can't mash 
an underdone potato. Drain and 
then shake the pan over the heat 
to be sure the potatoes are dry. 
Mash over the heat taking care to 
mash thoroughly. Add as much 
butter or margarine as you can 
spare. The old rule was two table- 
spoons for a serving. Heat milk 
using one-half cup for enough 
mashed potatoes for four. Add 
gradually to potatoes beating with 
potato masher or slotted spoon un- 
til light and fluffy. Beat hard over 
low heat and serve at once with a 
light sprinkling of pepper. 

All vegetables should be cooked 
thoroughly but not overcooked. 
Overcooking causes loss of flavor 
and makes vegetables mushy. It's 
a good idea to season vegetables 
about 10 minutes before serving 
so that the seasoning can be ab- 
sorbed — cooked in. 

Canned vegetables are cooked 
during the caninng process so be- 
ware of overcooking when reheat- 
ing for serving. Reheat them in 
their liquor and then drain. Save 
the Liquor to use in soups and stews. 

When you open a can of fruit 
save the syrup In the can. You can 
use it for pudding sauces, in gela- 
tine desserts and In fruit drinks.
